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1. RESIDENT SPorT FISHING LICENCE (RSFL): 


A Resident Sport Fishing Licence (RSFL) for Ontario 
residents was introduced in January of 1987. All 
Ontarians aged 18 to 64 require a licence to fish, with 
the following exceptions; Status Indians fishing on 
their reserves or treaty areas, Senior Citizens, and 
those with a mobility or intellectual impairment 
requiring the assistance of another person, or device. 
The introduction of the licence followed extensive 
public consultation which demonstrated significant 
support from the public and major client groups. 
Public support for the licence was given on the basis 
of statements made by the Minister of Natural 
Resources that the revenue raised from the sale of 
the licence would be used solely to expand the 
provincial fisheries program. In order to meet these 
conditions, the Ontario Government committed the 
revenue raised to an expanded fisheries program 
and the Minister of Natural Resources promised the 
creation of a citizen’s council to advise him on the 
expenditures of the fisheries program and to ensure 
that the provincial fisheries program was appropriately 
expanded. 


2. THE COUNCIL: 


The Ontario Fisheries Advisory Council was 
established by Order in Council dated June 25, 
1987. The Council’s first term of office ended on 
June 24, 1990. As required by Management Board 
guidelines respecting agencies, boards and 
commissions, a sunset review of this agency was 
undertaken. Following this review, the Ontario 
Fisheries Advisory Council was re-established for an 
additional 5 year term, ending June 24, 1995. The 
Council consists of twelve members chosen by the 
Minister to reflect the geographical, philosophical 
and socio-economic diversity of the Province’s 
fisheries users. Members are chosen for their 
demonstrated concern for provincial fisheries 
resources and in several instances, a reliance on the 
economic benefits of healthy fisheries. The present 
Council is chaired by Dr. E.J. Crossman of the 
Department of Ichthyology and Herpetology, Royal 
Ontario Museum. Vice-chairperson of the Council is 
Ms Kristine Carter of Ailsa Craig. Organizational 
representatives on the Council are Ms Donna Allison 


of Nestor Falls, representing the Northern Ontario 
Tourist Outfitters Association, Mr. Rick Morgan of 
Lakefield, representing the Ontario Federation of 
Anglers and Hunters, and Mr. Rick Misner of Port 
Dover, representing the Ontario Fish Producers’ 
Association. Members-at-large are Mr. Lorne Allard 
of Thunder Bay, Mrs. Jeanne Anthon of Minden, 
Ms Shirley Giffin of Clarendon, Mr. Patrick Hardy of 
Nipigon, Mr. Marcel Harvey of Elliot Lake, Mr. Tom 
Henderson of Englehart and Dr. Tom Whillans of the 
Environment and Resource Program, Trent University. 
Ms Allison and Mr. Misner joined the Council as new 
members, and Mr. Morgan was reappointed, at the 
November meeting. 


The term of appointment of four members, Patrick 
DiCiocco, Steve Green, Don MacLachlan and George 
Purvis expired on June 24, 1991. Council would like 
to express its gratitude for the years of service that 
these members have provided. 


3. TERMS OF REFERENCE: 
The terms of reference of the Council are: 


1) To advise the Minister on expenditures of Ontario’s 
fisheries management program. 


2) TO appraise current fisheries management 
programs carried out by the Ministry and 
recommend methods to improve them. 


8) To review proposed major fisheries programs and 
provincial policies prior to adoption. 


4) To investigate and advise on new or potential 
sources of revenue under the fisheries program. 


5) To make recommendations to the Minister on 
matters that are referred to the Council. 


6) To make reports and/or release information to the 
angling public after approval by the Minister. 


7) The Council may initiate discussions on and advise 
the Minister on matters that they have not been 
specifically charged with. 


4. MEETINGS: 


The Council, as a whole, is to meet a minimum of two 
and a maximum of four times per year. In order to 
facilitate better understanding of fisheries 
management across Ontario, the Council has met in 
various locations throughout the province. In its fifth 
year, (ending March 31, 1992) meetings of the Council 
were held in the Ministry’s Northern and Central 
Regions. 


The members of the Council are eligible for a per 
diem for the time they spend in meetings. The per 
diem rates are: $200 for the Chairman, $175.00 for 
the Vice-Chairperson and $150 for the members. 
Travel and other legitimate expenses incurred by 
members in fulfilling their duties are also reimbursable. 
The cost to the fisheries program for the coordination 
and operation of the Council, including production of 
its Annual Report, totalled $51,500 in fiscal year 
1991-92. This includes an estimate of the salary of 
the Secretariat to the Council for that portion of his 
time spent on Council duties, but not that of other 
MNR staff. 


5. LIAISON WITH FISHERIES PoLIcy BRANCH, 
OMNR: 


Since the inception of the Council, an employee of 
Fisheries Branch (now Fisheries Policy Branch) has 
been appointed to provide liaison with the Ministry 
and to constitute a Secretariat for the Council. Most 
of the work on Minutes of meetings and first draft of 
Annual Reports is carried out by that person. In this 
fiscal year, the liaison, and many other services, were 
carried out by Raymond Biette. 


As noted above (under Meetings), a proportion of the 
salary of the liaison individual commensurate with 
time spent on Council business (and away from a 
variety of other Ministry duties) is charged to the 
fisheries program. 


B. THE FISHERIES BUDGET 


1. REVENUE FROM RSEL: 


The Council was advised that as of March 31, 1992 
total revenue generated from the sales of the Resident 
Sport Fishing Licence (November 1986 to March 
1992) has amounted to $52.9 million, including $11.5 
million raised during fiscal year 91/92. This revenue 
is the amount of money remitted by issuers to the 
Ministry of Natural Resources and does not include 
the 5% issuing fee which is retained by issuers. 
Revenue has remained stable since last year, 
reflecting no increase in licence fees. 


Table 1 shows the revenue raised each year from the 
sale of the seasonal and the four-day Resident Sport 
Fishing Licence as well as the cumulative total for the 
year. The total revenue from Ontario resident, 
Canadian resident, and non-resident licences from 
1986/87 to 1991/92 is shown in Table 2. 


All revenue received from the sale of the resident 
sport fishing licence goes into the consolidated 
revenue fund of the Province of Ontario. The Ministry 
receives an annual allocation to conduct the total 
provincial fisheries program. Revenue raised from 
the sale of the resident licence, however, has not 
been fully allocated to the Ministry’s fisheries program. 
The cumulative shortfall in allocation up to the end of 
this fiscal year is $3.0 million. [N.B. The Minister of 
Natural Resources indicated to Council and the 
general public that the previous government made 
no association between revenue and the direct 
allocation to the fisheries program. As such the 
Ministry ceased accounting for revenue and allocation 
to the RSFL Program and no request for “shortfalls” 
was made to management board.]

2. ALLOCATION OF BOTH RSFL AND 
REGULAR FUNDs: 


There is one fisheries program in Ontario and 
according to the Minister, only one fisheries program 
budget. The annual allocation that the Ministry 
receives each year is used to fund the various 
components of the fisheries program throughout the 
province. 


For the fiscal year 1991-92, $56.8 million in total was 


allocated to the fisheries budget (Table 3). As 
indicated, the budget is composed of funds from 
regular sources ($46.5 million) and from the resident 
licence fees ($10.3 million). The licence allocation of 
$10.3 million constituted 18.1% of the total fisheries 
program budget. The total allocation of $56.8 million, 
represented an 8.40% increase over the previous 
year’s allocation of $52.4 million. New initiatives that 
were funded in this year’s budget included the zebra 
mussel program, and Remedial Action Plans to assist 
in the restoration of Great Lakes Harbours.

Comparisons of the RSFL and regular funding 
allocations for fiscal year 1991-92 with the past five 
fiscal years are shown in Table 4. The licence allocation 
increased from $0.7 million in 1986-87 to $10.7 
million in fiscal year 1989-90, but remained unchanged 
at $10.7 million for fiscal year 1990-91, and actually 
decreased by $0.4 million in fiscal year 1991-92. 
The licence allocation for 1991-92 represents a 
25.6% increase over the first full year of the licencing 
program (1987-88). The regular budget allocation 
grew from $35.9 million to $46.5 million, a 29.5% 
increase over the same period. 


The total allocations to the fisheries budget (Table 4) 
have increased each year since the licence was first 
introduced; from $32.2 million in fiscal year 1986-87 
to $56.8 million in 1991-92, representing a 76.4% 
increase. Revenue from all sources (Table 2) increased 
by 78% over the same time period. In 1991/92, the 
total revenue was $24.7 million, whereas the total 
allocation to the fisheries program was $56.8 million.

3. EXPENDITURES - USE OF THE COMBINED 
RSFL AND REGULAR FUNDs (SINGLE 
BuDGET) 


In a given year, Ministry managers may request 
transfer of funds from other sources to provide 
increased funding for existing projects or other in- 
year priorities. It is for this reason and other in-year 
adjustments (e.g. annual salary awards) that 
allocations at the commencement of the fiscal year 
may not match the expenditures at the end of the 
fiscal year. At the end of FY 91/92, expenditures in 
the fisheries program were $61.56 million (see Table 
5), an increase of 8.4% over the allocation of $56.8 
million (see Table 4). 


For fiscal year 1991-92, Table 5 shows the 
expenditures of the combined RSFL and regular 
funds (single budget), expressed in millions of dollars 
and as a percentage of the total expenditure ($61.56 
million). The table shows the expenditures in each 


— 


of the eight components of the fisheries program 
(described below) for each of the eight administrative 
regions of the Ministry (listed below) as well as Main 
Office. For example, enforcement costs were $1.81 
million in Northern Region, and made up 2.94% of 
Provincial fisheries expenditures. Northern Region’s 
total expenditures were $5.23 million, or 8.48%, of 
the Provincial program. 


The last column in Table 5 shows the expenditures 
by components at the provincial level. For example, 
throughout the province, 25.57% of the total fisheries 
budget, or $15.74 million, was spent on the 
enforcement component of the fisheries program. 


The last line of the table indicates the percentage of 
angling days spent in each MNR Region in Ontario 
for 1990 (1990 Federal/Provincial Angling Survey). 
The highest percentage of angling days was in Central 
Region (28%), and the lowest was in North Central 
Region (3.6%).

Providing public information, producing fishing brochures and maps, funding 
the Community Fisheries Involvement Program (CFIP), education programs, 
provincial fishing areas, and public involvement and extension. 


Research on the Great Lakes and inland lakes to acquire and transfer science 
for management decisions. Examples include research on: environmental effects 
of timber management, impacts of zebra mussel invasion on Great Lakes aquatic 
communities, rehabilitation of lake trout stocks, impacts of stocking hatchery 
fish over native populations, and restoring atlantic salmon populations in Lake 
Ontario. 


All costs associated with the production of hatchery fish and stocking or transfer 
of hatchery and natural fish. 


Costs related to storage facilities and office facilities for assessment units, fish 
culture stations and access points, and major capital expansion of the fish culture 
system.

4. REVIEW OF THE FISHERIES PROGRAM: 


At the Council's July meeting on lvanhoe Lake, most 
members participated in an aerial survey of Chapleau 
District, getting an overview of mining development 
and mine waste storage, forest fire damage, large 
rivers, and hydroelectric development. Using the 
survey as background, Northern Region and 
Chapleau District staff provided summaries of the 
regional fisheries resource and impacts on that 
resource. In addition, Chapleau provided a fact 
sheet on the use of RSFL allocations over the past 
four years (available from the District). 


Similarly, the November meeting provided an 
opportunity to view stream restoration and salmonid 
research activities along Wilmot Creek. A full report 
on the Central Region’s Fisheries program had been 
presented at the Council’s January meeting in 
Toronto. 


In addition the Council’s Chair, Dr. E.J. Crossman, 
met with the Hon. Bud Wildman, Minister of Natural 
Resources, on February 4, 1992, to discuss the 
future direction of the Fisheries Program and the 
Council's involvement with it.

C. RECOMMENDATIONS TO THE MINISTER 


AND THE MINISTER’S RESPONSES 


1. MNR’s ROLE AND RESPONSIBILITY IN 
WATERPOWER DEVELOPMENT: 


Ken Sharratt, Manager Water Policy, Lands and Water 
Policy Branch, MNR, presented an overview of 
waterpower development in Ontario and outlined the 
Ministry’s role in this development. He reported that 
the Ministry’s role is presently under review and that 
in the future, sustainable development will form the 
cornerstone for all decisions on the management of 
natural resources, including waterpower 
development. 


Ralph Wheeler, District Biologist, Kapuskasing 
District, outlined the process that the Ministry uses 
to protect fisheries resources at waterpower sites. 
He also described the existing and proposed 
hydroelectric developments within the Moose River 
basin, the fisheries concerns associated with this 
proposal and some of the potential cumulative 
impacts on the fisheries resources. 


Given the Ministry’s present responsibilities (both a 
facilitator of resource development and a steward of 
the resource) in waterpower development, Council 
expressed concern that there is a conflict between 
the two roles and questioned the Ministry’s ability to 
evaluate objectively the impacts of waterpower 
projects. 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“| appreciate the Council’s concern for the potential 
conflict in the Ministry’s present role in waterpower 
development. This matter is still under review by the 
Ministry. In the interim, the Ministry continues to 
review all proposals for wateroower to ensure the 
sustainability of the fisheries resources that may be 
adversely affected by the development. This is 
achieved by applying the Ministry’s policy for 
protecting fish habitat which entails no net loss of 
habitat, using the provisions of the Fisheries Act, and 
working with the other government agencies, such 
as the Department of Fisheries and Oceans and the 
ministries of Environment and Energy.” 


2. THE MINISTER’S RESPONSES TO COUNCIL 
MINUTES: 


The Minister's responses to the minutes of the 
January, 1991 meeting of the Council were not 
received by Council. As a result, Council was unable 
to consider them at the June, 1991 meeting. 
Consequently, Council charged the Chair to write to 
the Minister requesting speedier responses and more 
explicit direction on matters of confidentiality. 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“| regret that my letter containing my responses to 
the Council’s recommendations made at the last 
meeting did not arrive in time for consideration at 
your meeting in Foleyet. | understand that the letter 
arrived in your office while you were meeting in 
Foleyet. | apologize for the delay in responding. As 
| have stated previously, | am aware that my responses 
are important to the function of the Council. 


You express concern about the matter of 
confidentiality of the items in the minutes. | am 
pleased to indicate in my response to the minutes 
those items that can be released from confidentiality. 
| regret that | neglected to do this for the Council’s 
last meeting. All items in the minutes for the 10th 
meeting can be released from confidentiality.” 


3. UPDATE ON SPOF II: 


Council was provided with a brief update and informed 
that, when available, the Minister would provide 
Council with Cabinet’s decision on SPOF Il. 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“| appreciate Council’s interest in the Strategic Plan 
for Ontario Fisheries (SPOF Il) and am pleased to 
report to the Council that this Government has 
adopted SPOF Il as policy. This is an important 
decision as this broad fisheries strategy will set the 
direction for aquatic ecosystem management for the 
1990’s and beyond. As the Council is well aware, 
the goal for Ontario fisheries is healthy aquatic 
ecosystems that provide sustainable benefits, 
contributing to society’s present and future 
requirements for a high quality environment, 
wholesome food, employment and income, 
recreational activity, and cultural heritage.” 


4. LAKE TROUT SYNTHESIS: 


Raymond Biette informed Council of the Ministry’s 
work on lake trout synthesis. Each member received: 
(1) a confidential copy of one of the Working Group 
Reports of the Lake Trout Synthesis initiative, entitled: 
“Lake Trout in Ontario: Management Strategies”, 
and (2) a hand-out on some background information 
on this initiative. Following dialogue on this topic, 
Council raised the following questions: 


1) How will the proposed strategies apply to 
natives? 

2) What information is present to indicate that the 
forage base in the Great Lakes is adequate to 
support both rehabilitated lake trout 
populations and whitefish stocks? That is, will 
lake trout stocks be rehabilitated at the expense 
of whitefish stocks, an important commercial 
fish stock? 

3) How does this proposed initiative relate to 
other fisheries initiatives, such as SPOF II? 

4) Will there be similar or parallel initiatives for the 
other key fish species, such as one for percids? 

5) How does this initiative relate to the Ministry’s 
international commitment to rehabilitate fish 
stocks in the Great Lakes? 

6) Given the 3-step consultation process, should 
Council comment on this version? Or, following 
steps 1 and 2, will the strategies be revised to 
an extent that Council will be wasting its time 
reviewing this draft? 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“| have noted the questions raised by Council on the 
Ministry’s initiative On management strategies for 
lake trout. | offer the following responses: 


QUESTION I: 

The proposed strategies are currently being reviewed 
and discussed within the Government. The Ontario 
Native Affairs Secretariat has been participating in 
that review. Ontario’s Aboriginal people will also be 
asked to participate at the public review stage. In 
addition, the Government’s policy with regard to 
aboriginal rights to hunt and fish for food for personal 
and community use will also influence the use of this 
fish species. The Regional Conservation Committees 
in the Ministry’s administrative regions, established 
pursuant to the interim enforcement policy, with 


representatives from the Ministry, aboriginal and treaty 
organizations, will be used to provide direction on 
activities that might put conservation objectives for 
this sensitive species at risk. 


(QUESTION 2: 

It is unlikely that lake trout populations will be 
rehabilitated at the expense of whitefish stocks. The 
life histories of these two species are sufficiently 
different to suggest that antagonistic interaction 
should be minimal. For example, the diets of these 
two species are different and, therefore, they do not 
compete for the same prey species. There is some 
evidence to suggest that abundant lake trout 
populations may benefit whitefish by suppressing 
other fish species that compete with whitefish. It is 
also known, historically, that these two species co- 
existed successfully in the Great Lakes for many 
years in the past. This would indicate that the lake 
trout and whitefish stocks are mutually compatible. 


Even though lake trout and whitefish stocks do not 
feed on the same prey species, the abundance of 
forage base levels in the Great Lakes continues to 
be aconcern of the Ministry. As a result, the Ministry 
is currently assessing fish stock abundance in the 
Great Lakes to better understand the changes in fish 
communities in response to changes to fish stocks. 
For example, for Lake Ontario the Ministry has 
developed acomputer simulation model to assess 
the changes expected in the prey fish species when 
the abundance of the top predator species is altered. 
This model is being used to set ceilings for stocking 
in this lake. Ministry staff are also studying changes 
in the fish community in Lake Michigan to apply that 
understanding to our management of the other Great 
Lakes. 


(QUESTION 3: 

The lake trout synthesis initiative follows from the 
broad direction set in the SPOF Il document. For 
instance, the initiatives for lake trout are in keeping 
with the objectives of SPOF Il to protect healthy 
aquatic ecosystems and rehabilitate those that are 
degraded. As well, the initiatives follow the Strategic 
Plan’s guiding principle of natural reproduction which 
will form the foundation for fisheries management in 
the future. Further, SPOF II outlines the need to base 
management decisions on the best available scientific 
information, and to synthesize information so that it 
will be available to managers for decision-making. 


QUESTION 4: 

SPOF Il endorsed the community synthesis approach. 
The priorities for synthesis are listed in the Fisheries 
Assessment Priorities for 1987-92. A walleye 
synthesis is planned to follow the lake trout synthesis. 
Preparation for a walleye synthesis is now under way 
and is focusing on assembling the necessary 
databases and framing management questions that 
should be addressed. The pace of the synthesis will 
of course be dependent on available funding. 


(QUESTION 5: 

The lake trout synthesis initiative Supports the 
Ministry’s international commitment to rehabilitate 
fish stocks in the Great Lakes. Some of the science 
and recommended strategies apply to the Great 
Lakes as well as to inland waters, while some of the 
synthesis relates to inland waters only. The general 
approach of the Strategy, and the specific 
recommendations related to habitat, control of 
exploitation, and using stocking to accomplish 
rehabilitation, all support our commitment to 
rehabilitation of lake trout in the Great Lakes. 


(QUESTION 6: 

The Management Strategies document is currently 
being reviewed by Ontario Government agencies, 
and this would also be a good time to initiate a review 
by your Council. Ministry staff will arrange for a 
presentation to be made at Council's November 
meeting to outline the synthesis process, explain the 
main scientific findings, and present the rationale for 
the recommended strategies. | would like to receive 
a formal response from the Council within five weeks 
of that meeting. In this way, Council’s advice on the 
strategies can be considered, along with comments 
from Ministry staff and other ministries, in the 
formulation of a public review strategy.” 


5. COMPETITIVE FISHING EVENTS: 


Council expressed disappointment that the Ministry 
will not likely have a policy or guidelines on competitive 
fishing in place for the 1992 tournament season. 
Council stated that competitive fishing events are 
very active in the province and that there are many 
examples of poor handling of fish at these events. 
Council believed that a policy and guidelines are 
urgently needed for the 1992 tournament season, 
and recommended that the Ministry use the Council’s 
report on Competitive Fishing in Ontario as an interim 


guideline for competitive fishing events until the 
Ministry has drafted its own policy and guidelines 
and seen them through the lengthy process of public 
consultation. 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“| understand the Council’s concern about regulations 
for fishing tournaments and derbies, and for 
establishing a sound conservation ethic in these 
competitive fishing events. However, | would prefer 
not to establish interim guidelines on these events as 
recommended by Council. The Ministry will use the 
Council’s report as the foundation for developing a 
draft policy on competitive fishing this year. Copies 
of the Council’s report have been sent to all Ministry 
field offices with the request that staff provide input 
in drafting this policy. The draft policy will be 
discussed with the Council, and then undergo public 
consultation. The process will require some time. 
There are anumber of important issues on the fisheries 
policy agenda for this year. The Ministry hopes to 
begin the consultation this fiscal year and thus provide 
an indication of the new directions for consideration 
by organizers of tournaments planning 1992 events. 
Furthermore, | would prefer that the Council’s report 
not be released separately to be used as an interim 
guideline for regulating fishing tournaments, as this 
may be seen to predetermine the policy before public 
consultation has occurred.” 


In response to a second expression of Council 
concern on this subject, stimulated by the fact that 
the new directions would not be in place by 1992, 
the Minister stated: 


“| note the Council's interest in having guidelines on 
competitive fishing events in place for the 1992 
tournament season. | have asked Ministry staff to 
reconsider the feasibility of issuing some form of 
interim guidelines. You should know, however, that 
| am hesitant to bring in any guidelines that might 
need major revision after consultation. 


During 1992, staff will be drafting a Ministry policy for 
competitive fishing. There will be a further 
consultation, including discussions with the Council, 
before a policy is established. A policy should be in 
effect for 1993.” 

[Council’s Note: This was not accomplished and 
Council was advised it is to be expected for calendar 
year 1994.] 


6. NATIVE ISSUES AND FISHERIES 
MANAGEMENT: 


Council was provided with a comprehensive report 
on the native policy initiatives being developed by the 
Ministry. After much dialogue on this topic, Council 
made the recommendation that, given the paramount 
role that the terms “conservation” and “barter” play 
in the native policy initiatives, the Council recommends 
that the Ministry provide a clear definition of these 
two terms. Council also wishes to express its concern 
that the Minister appears to spend more time as the 
Minister Responsible for Native Affairs than he does 
in his portfolio as the Minister of Natural Resources. 
As a result, Council believes that important fisheries 
management issues are being neglected. Further, 
Council would be pleased to receive, from the Minister 
of Natural Resources, information on the legislation 
and policies that will be applied to natives in contrast 
to that to be applied to non-natives during the on- 
going negotiations with native people. 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“Il note that the Council has again raised concerns 
about my dual responsibilities as Minister of Natural 
Resources and Minister Responsible for Native Affairs. 
As | mentioned to Council members before, the 
Ontario Government is committed to recognizing the 
inherent rights of Ontario’s aboriginal people. The 
Government is also committed to negotiating 
aboriginal self-government. Access to natural 
resources, such as fish and wildlife, is one of the keys 
to native self-government. The Ministry, as the lead 
conservation agency in the province, is the steward 
of these resources. Further, conservation of these 
resources will be the prime consideration in all 
decisions on access to fish and wildlife resources. 
My dual responsibilities serve as a bridge between 
the objectives of enabling Aboriginal people to 
exercise rights to hunt and fish for food for personal 
and community use and of ensuring the sustainability 
of these resources for future generations in Ontario. 
| am dedicated to serving the public, and believe that 
| am in an excellent position to address aboriginal 
issues and resource management and to bring these 
matters forward to Cabinet for Government decisions. 


| appreciate the Council's interest in the definitions of 
the terms “barter” and “conservation” as they are 
important factors in the Government of Ontario’s 
current policy regarding the inherent rights of Ontario’s 


aboriginal people to hunt and fish for food for personal 
and community use. 


Barter of fish within a native community is recognized 
as a traditional activity related to use of fish and 
wildlife for food. The current working definition of 
barter that is being used in the Ministry’s Interim 
Enforcement Policy is the exchange of fish and wildlife, 
in kind, for other fish and wildlife. 


Conservation of the resource is the first priority with 
respect to all decisions on access to fish and wildlife. 
The term “conservation” has generally been defined 
as the wise use of natural resources to ensure their 
sustainability for future generations. | recognize that 
this and other definitions may not give specific enough 
direction to assist in the interpretation of the interim 
enforcement policy. Nevertheless, the policy gives 
some examples of activities which would put 
conservation objectives at risk. In relation to fisheries 
management, some examples include: the 
destruction or harmful alteration of fish habitat; in 
certain circumstances, fishing in fish sanctuaries or 
waters which are closed at all times of the year; the 
taking of fish or possession of rare, threatened or 
endangered species; the taking of fish in quantities 
or in circumstances, such as the taking of spawning 
fish, which will set conservation principles at risk; 
and the wilful waste or spoilage of fish. 


The Ministry will continue to use the best scientific 
data and information available in its assessment of 
fish populations. Regional Conservation Committees 
in the Ministry’s administrative regions, established 
pursuant to the interim enforcement policy, will be 
used to provide direction on a regional basis on local 
conservation issues. 


The direction of the Ontario Government with regard 
to aboriginal issues does not constitute an imbalance 
of rights between natives and non-natives, but rather 
is a recognition of constitutional rights. The 
Government of Ontario must respect the Constitution 
and Supreme Court decisions, such as the Sparrow 
case, which articulates how the Constitution should 
be interpreted. The Government’s response to the 
Sparrow case has been to modify its enforcement 
policy. Under the interim enforcement policy, Status 
Indian people harvesting wildlife and fish for personal 
consumption and for social and ceremonial purposes 
will not be subject to enforcement procedures, except 
in certain circumstances. As such, the interim policy 
will minimize instances where traditional harvest of 


fish and game by aboriginal people will be in conflict 
with such legislation as the Game and Fish Act, the 
Fisheries Act and the Migratory Birds Convention 
Act. The policy is in effect until it is replaced by 
specific negotiated agreements with aboriginal people 
or appropriate legislation. 


The interim policy is applied to Status Indian people 
who are fishing or hunting for food in an area that is 
covered by their treaty, or where they have traditionally 
harvested. The interim policy also provides a 
framework for working toward arrangements with 
Metis and non-status Indian communities where 
harvesting wildlife and fish is integral to the lifestyle 
of the community. However, the provisions of the 
Game and Fish Act, the Fisheries Act and the 
Migratory Bird Convention Act will continue to apply 
to Metis and non-status Indian communities until 
agreements have been entered into with these 
communities.” 


7. RELOCATION OF FISHERIES RESEARCH 
SECTION TO SAULT STE. MARIE: 


Council expressed concern that the Ministry’s recent 
proposal to relocate the core Fisheries Research 
Section from Maple to Sault Ste. Marie, rather than 
to Peterborough, would remove fisheries research 
from the centre of academia, deny them access to 
large library facilities as well as remove them from the 
other Sections of Fisheries Policy Branch, reducing 
the efficiency and productivity of fisheries research in 
the province. In regards to this proposal, Council 
asked the Minister for additional information, 
particularly the rationale for this proposed relocation. 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“| have noted Council’s concern about the proposed 
relocation of the Fisheries Research Section staff at 
Maple to Sault Ste. Marie. The choice of relocation 
of Fisheries Research Section staff at Maple is still 
under consideration. The reason for considering 
Sault Ste. Marie is to bring research staff from the 
fisheries, wildlife and forestry programs together in 
one location. At one centre, the research staff could 
more easily work together to integrate, at a very early 
stage in the process, the various components of any 
new approach that is being developed to manage 
our natural resources. This will facilitate integrated 
resource management.” 


8. CATCH AND PossESsSsION LIMITs: 


Council discussed a letter received from Palm 
Harbour, Florida, regarding misinterpreted Sport 
Fishing Regulations on the definitions of the terms 
“catch” and “possession limit”. Since several 
problems of individual interpretations have also been 
received by OFAC on this matter, Council made the 
following request: 


“that the Minister advise OFAC whether or not 
there are, in the Ontario Fishery Regulations 
and in the Ontario Sport Fishing Regulations 
Summary issued regularly, precise definitions 
for the terms “catch” and “possession limit” 
with respect to fish eaten on any day or longer 
during a vacation period. Itis further requested 
that the Ministry review the degree of 
consistency of the interpretation of these terms 
used by different conservation officers. This 
problem arose from complaints from non- 
resident anglers concerning the lack of clarity 
in the summary and different interpretations of 
these terms by conservation officers.” 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“| appreciate the Council's concern with the clarity of 
the definitions of catch and possession limits in the 
“Summary of Fishing Regulations”. | have asked 
Ministry staff to review the explanation of limits to 
determine if it could be clarified. 


The Ministry’s conservation officers both interpret 
and apply these terms consistently. Each officer has 
received training on the interpretation and rationale 
of the Ontario Fishery Regulations, and is 
knowledgeable about court decisions on limits. 


| would like to offer a more detailed explanation of 
limits for the information of Council members. There 
are two types of limits, catch and possession, both 
of which must be observed. Catch limit is defined in 
subsection 24(2) of the Ontario Fishery Regulations 
and means the number of fish that an angler can 
catch and retain in one day, in other words a 24-hour 
day, from midnight to midnight. Possession limit 
means the number of fish that an angler may possess 
at anytime. The possession limit includes all fish in 
the angler’s possession, whether they are live, dead, 
frozen, or canned. All fish are included whether they 
are in a live well on a boat, stored in a fishing lodge, 


in transit, stored at the angler’s residence, or 
elsewhere. Once a fish is eaten, it is no longer 
considered to be ‘in possession’. A fish sent to the 
taxidermist is considered ‘in possession’ until the 
fish is mounted. 


In most cases, the possession limit is the same as 
the catch limit. The exceptions are musky and perch, 
in some areas. Catch limits and possession limits are 
detailed in Schedule Ill of the Ontario Fishery 
Regulations and are summarized in the Sport Fishing 
Regulations Summary. 


An example may help to clarify the two limits. In most 
of Ontario, northern pike has a catch limit of six fish 
in one day. The possession limit for northern pike is 
also six. If an angler catches and keeps six northern 
pike, and eats two of them at a shore lunch, he or she 
cannot fish for more northern pike that day, because 
he or she has taken the catch limit. To take the 
example further, if this angler stores the four northern 
pike in a freezer and goes fishing again on a different 
day, the angler may legally fish for and keep up to 
two more northern pike. This brings the angler up to 
the possession limit of six fish. If an angler possess 
six northern pike, he or she may not fish for northern 
pike. To express this another way, an angler returning 
from a fishing trip is not entitled to bring home more 
than six northern pike, no matter how long the trip.” 


9. GOVERNMENT FINANCIAL OUTLOOK: 


The Council was provided with an overview of the 
government’s fiscal situation and its impact on both 
the Ministry’s budget and the fisheries program. It 
was pointed out that spending adjustments had to 
be made by the Ministry during fiscal year 91-92 to 
help fund pressing government-wide priorities. The 
Ministry-wide target adjustment was $44.6 million 
and was made up of $28 million that MNR re-allocated 
earlier this year to help the government fund new, 
government-wide priorities and initiatives, $4.9 million 
to address the five per-cent cap for salary awards, 
and $11.7 million to meet mid-year constraints. Many 
of these adjustments were met by not filling vacant 
positions and by deferring some program 
expenditures and initiatives this fiscal year, while 
continuing to provide some key new initiatives, such 
as Sustainable Forestry. 


Further, it was pointed out that the 1992/93 financial 
strategy will require expenditure reductions of about 
$56.3 million for the Ministry. In addition, there will 


be no anti-recession funds, which accounted for $31 
million in fiscal year 91-92. Although not finalized, 
there are several proposals on the table to meet this 
reduction target for next year’s budget. The proposals 
that relate to the fisheries program included: 


i) reducing the communication component of 
the zebra mussel program by $625,000; 


ii) reducing fish and wildlife funding for 
enforcement by $1.0 million; and 


iii) reducing the fish culture program by $750,000 
resulting in the reduction of put-and-take 
stocking and loss of fish production, but no 
hatchery closures. 


Council expressed grave concern with the fiscal 
outlook provided for 92/93 and offered the following 
recommendations: 


i) that in the spirit of maintaining the cooperation 
of the public, the Ministry not consider 
cancelling or reducing fisheries programs in 
which expectations and partnerships have been 
fostered, such as SPOF Il, as a means of 
meeting financial constraints; 


ii) thatthe Ministry not reduce the fisheries budget 
in order to meet financial constraints as the 
public expects an increase to the fisheries 
program as a result of the availability of the 
RSFL funds; 


iii) that the Ministry consider increasing revenues 
by implementing immediately the proposed 
royalty concept in regards to the commercial 
fishery, as recommended by OFAC, OFAH, 
and OFPA; 


iv) that the Minister re-examine non-fisheries 
motivated restrictions on the use of revenue 
and the serious problems that this creates for 
the delivery of basic fisheries programs, such 
as habitat protection and rehabilitation. It was 
further recommended that when such initiatives 
(eg., French Language Services) are thought 
by the government to be necessary, they should 
be added to the fisheries budget only with the 
clear understanding that pre-existing fisheries 
management needs continue to be funded as 
they have in the past; 


v) that the Ministry maintain the fisheries budget 
at a level sufficiently high so as to avoid the 
need for reducing the amount of fish and wildlife 
enforcement; and 


vi) that the Ministry not consider cutting the 
communication component of the zebra mussel 
program. In fact, the Council recommends 
that this component is important enough that 
funding for it should be expanded, not reduced. 
The Council felt that communication and 
education are now the only readily available 
means of preventing further spread of zebra 
mussels. 


The Council impressed upon the Minister that the 
above recommendations on the budget are only a 
few examples (there are many more) of the concerns 
of the Council with the proposed reductions to next 
year’s fisheries budget. 


It was also suggested that Council be advised, on a 
regular basis, of any proposed changes to the fisheries 
budget. 


Further, Council agreed with and supported the 
Ontario Renewable Resources Research Grant 
program and asked the Minister to be cautious of 
cost-benefit in any discussion concerning the 
program’s reduction or termination. 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“| appreciate the Council’s concern about the fiscal 
outlook for 1992-93. As the Premier stated during 
his television broadcast, the Government is facing a 
difficult economic situation. As indicated previously, 
there will have to be some reductions to the Ministry’s 
1992-93 allocations that will affect fisheries 
management. However, any reductions that occur 
will not jeopardize the Ministry’s ability to implement 
its strategic directions. | will address the six recom- 
mendations on the budget in the order presented. 


i) | have noted the Council’s recommendation 
that reductions not occur in those programs in 
which partnerships have been fostered 
because, through partnerships, the Ministry is 
able to do a better job of managing its spending. 
However, given the serious financial situation 
of the Government, the Ministry will have to 
defer some program initiatives in the 1992-93 
fiscal year, delaying some expectations that 
may have been promoted through SPOF Il. 


ii) These are difficult economic times, and all 
Ministry activities must share in meeting the 
financial constraints. | believe that the public 
understands the difficult financial situation of 


ili) 


the province. With regard to the availability of 
the licence funds, there will no longer be a 
resident sport fishing licence program nor any 
pretence of earmarking of dollars. | will not 
perpetuate any myths regarding the use of the 
licence funds. 


The support of the Council for a royalty on 
commercial fishing is appreciated. | recently 
authorized release of the final report of the 
Commercial Fish Review, including the decision 
that a two percent royalty on harvest will be 
collected from commercial fishermen. A 
committee with representation from the Ministry 
and the commercial fishing industry has been 
established to work out the implementation of 
a royalty system, the phase-in period, and the 
need for periodic adjustments. 


| have noted the Council’s views on the 
implementation of Government initiatives, such 
as the French Language Services Act. | would 
like to point out that the Ministry received 
funding from the Treasurer to implement the 
French Languages Services Act, including 
partial funding to hire additional conservation 
officers. 


| do not agree with Council that non-fisheries 
initiatives impede the delivery of the basic 
fisheries program. There are many examples 
where the opposite has been the case. For 
example, in fiscal year 1991-92, the Ministry 
received a_ significant reallocation § in 
Government spending to fund the Ministry’s 
new priority to control the rate of spread of 
zebra mussels. In undertaking this initiative, 
important information on the fisheries 
resources, including fish habitat, was acquired. 
Similarly, some of the anti-recession funds 
allocated to the Ministry in the past two years 
have resulted in the rehabilitation of fish habitat. 


Furthermore, the Ministry, in its new 
organization, is moving towards an ecosystem 
basis for managing natural resources. As a 
result, fish will be managed in the context of 
aquatic ecosystems, making it difficult to 
distinguish between a fisheries and a non- 
fisheries initiative. It is also noteworthy that the 
Ministry benefits from initiatives of other 
Ministries, such as the Ministry of the 
Environment, that support healthy aquatic 
ecosystems. 


v) As part of the Ministry’s expenditure reduction 
strategy, it is likely that there will be a reduction 
in fish and wildlife enforcement activities. The 
Ministry is committed to involvement in the 
Crime Stoppers program, and this should help 
to mitigate some of the possible effects these 
reductions will have on fish and wildlife 
enforcement through greater public 
involvement. In addition, the Ministry will 
continue with its more proactive approach for 
protecting resources through educating the 
public on how development activities can be 
carried out, requiring conditions when issuing 
permits, and providing sound input to land use 
plans. 


Itis also likely that the communications activities 
of the zebra mussel program will be reduced 
for 1992-93 in order to meet the Ministry’s 
target for reducing expenditures. However, 
the proposed reduction will not jeopardize the 
Ministry’s effort to inform the public on how to 
prevent the spread of zebra mussels as the 
Ministry will continue to use many of the 
current publications now on hand. In 1992- 
98, the Ministry’s priorities for communications 
on zebra mussels will be the distribution of 
various publications, such as the Cottages 
Guide, the public involvement “Zebra Watch 
Program”, and working with the Ontario 
Federation of Anglers and Hunters to develop 
a toll-free 1-800 number and a demonstration 
project for a portable boat cleaning device.

| appreciate the Council’s suggestion that it be 
advised on a regular basis of any changes to the 
fisheries budget. However, as | indicated at the 
February meeting, under the new organization it will 
no longer be possible to account for traditional 
fisheries program expenditures. In the future, the 
focus will be more on the benefits of the program 
rather than on the amount of dollars spent. At the 
February meeting, | asked Council to assist in the 
process of change by advising me on what would be 
appropriate evaluation measures for determining what 
is achieved in fisheries management. 


| have noted the Council’s support for the Ontario 
Renewable Resources Research Grant Program. | 
recognize the valuable contribution that this program 
makes to integrated resource management and to 
sustainable development, both of which are priorities 
of the Ministry. When allocating funds for this year, 


| will consider the Council’s views.” 

[Council’s Note: This program is being phased out, 
however, the commitment to fund existing projects 
will be honoured. These projects will be completed 
by 1996. No new funding is available.] 


10. LICENCE REVIEW: 


The Council was presented with a summary of the 
findings to date. The Review proposes simplifying 
the licence system by eliminating some licences, 
combining others, and creating a conservation 
licence. The conservation licence would have lower 
catch and possession limits as well as restricted 
export privileges. The Committee Is also proposing 
to increase licence issuer fees to a flat rate of $1.00. 
In addition, the Committee will recommend a three 
to five year fee strategy with the rationale for fee 
increases related to inflation. 


The draft report, when completed, would undergo 
an internal review by the Ministry and public 
consultation. Following discussion, Council made 
recommendations that: 


i) in order to increase revenues, the Minister 
consider including seniors in the category of 
residents requiring a RSFL. This recommen- 
dation arose because Council believes that 
seniors have more opportunities to benefit from 
the resource than many other residents; 


ii) in order to reduce costs of managing the RSFL 
program, the Ministry reduce the number of 
licence issuers by eliminating those which cost 
the government more than the revenue they 
generate, except in areas where licences are 
not available elsewhere; and 


iii) the licence fee be increased each year to 
compensate for the increase due to inflation. 
This regular increase would avoid larger, and 
unexpected increases in some years to 
compensate for several years of inflation. 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“| welcome the Council’s recommendations relating 
to the Fish and Wildlife Licence Review Committee, 
and they have been considered by this Committee. 
| also look forward to Council's input on the draft 
report of the Licence Review Committee, due to be 
released soon. | would like to respond to the three 
recommendations. 


i) While | have noted the Council’s concern about 
generating revenue, | do not believe that seniors 
should be included in the category of residents 
requiring a licence. Seniors should continue to 
be exempt from requiring a resident sport 
fishing licence in recognition of their contribution 
to the province. However, the draft report of 
the Licence Review Committee, to be taken 
forward for public consultation, will recommend 
that 16- and 17-year olds require a fishing 
licence. 


ii) Council’s recommendation to reduce costs by 
dispensing with those licence issuers that cost 
the Government more than the revenue they 
generate is in agreement with several internal 
reports over the past few years that have dealt 
with the licence issuer network. These reports 
have also indicated that administrative costs 
would be reduced by decreasing the number 
of issuers. However, licence issuing accounts 
are in demand by many retailers as they feel 
that having fishing licences contributes to their 
business revenues by providing ‘one-stop 
service’ to customers. 


The Ministry will be introducing a hunting and 
angling identification card. The need for 
reductions in the licence issuer’s network, and 
the methods by which this may occur, will be 
determined as part of the process of 
implementation. 


iil) The Council’s recommendation that the licence 
fee be increased annually to compensate for 
inflation is in agreement with the findings of the 
Licence Review Committee. The draft report 
from the Licence Review Committee will 
recommend that future fee increases under 
the multi-year fee strategy be based on annual 
cost of living increases.” 


11. DIALOGUE ON NATIVE ISSUES: 


The Council was made aware of a number of native 
issues and relevant background information, e.g. 
legislation and regulations, treaties and treaty-making, 
case law (Sparrow and Agawa/Batchawana Bay), 
general principles relating to aboriginal rights to fish 
for food, and the government’s position on the on- 
going negotiations related to commercial fishing 
agreements (i.e., there must be limits set, there must 
be areporting relationship and there must be provision 
for enforcement). 


The Council raised a number of concerns and made 
the following requests that: 


i) the dialogue on native issues be followed-up 
at the next meeting, and that any background 
material be supplied prior to the meeting, and 


li) the Minister inform the Council of the actual 
costs of the native affairs program in the 
Ministry, including the salaries (part) of those 
people in other positions who are being required 
to spend part of their time on this matter (eg., 
District Manager, Regional Biologists, 
Enforcement Coordinators, etc.). 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“i) | support the Council’s interest in maintaining 
a dialogue with Ministry staff on native issues, 
and have directed Ministry staff to continue 
with this dialogue at the Council’s next meeting. 
| have also informed staff of the Council’s 
request to receive, prior to the meeting, the 
background material on the topics to be 
covered. Further, as noted above, | have 
appointed Mr. Patrick Hardy of the Rocky Bay 
First Nation to the Council to help it better 
understand the complex issues associated with 
aboriginal rights. 


ii) It is not possible to account for the actual 
costs of the native affairs program in the 
Ministry. In managing the natural resources in 
a District, local staff practice integrated 
resource management, making it difficult to 
determine what proportion of staff time is spent 
onan individual program. As mentioned above, 
this integration will be enhanced in the Ministry’s 
new organization, which will focus on the 
management of ecosystems, not programs. 
In some districts, such as Moosonee and Red 
Lake, where natives are the principal clients, 
district staff spend a large proportion of their 
time on issues relating to native affairs. 
However, in other districts, such as those in 
Southern Ontario, district staff spend more 
time on other issues, such as land development 
and water use. 


In keeping with the Government agenda that 
recognizes the inherent rights of Ontario’s aboriginal 
people, the Ministry’s new organization will have 
thirteen positions dedicated to native affairs. Four 
positions will be located in the Operational Division 


Main Office, and each of the four new Regions will 
have a Regional Manager, Native Liaison. Staff have 
already been appointed to most of these positions. 
There are also five staff positions in Policy Division 
that are dedicated to native policy and development. 
The Council has met two of these staff members, Mr. 
Mel Crystal and Ms Monika Turner. | hope that the 
Council will have an opportunity to meet some of the 
other staff members. 


Periodically, districts must dedicate staff for short 
durations to resolve an important issue. In some 
cases, the issues will pertain to natives, such as in 
Sault St. Marie where several staff members are 
involved with the Agawa/Batchawana negotiations 
related to a commercial fishing agreement. In other 
cases, the issues may pertain to agricultural drainage, 
the TransCanada pipeline installation, a timber 
management plan, or any other issues that arise, 
from time to time, in managing the province’s natural 
resources.” 


12. LAND USE PLANNING: 


Council was made aware of the Sewell Commission’s 
mission, i.e. to examine the goals of the planning 
system and to recommend ways to improve the 
integrity, efficiency, openness, and accountability of 
land-use decision making in the province. In view of 
the fisheries interest in land-use planning (eg., fish 
habitat protection and rehabilitation), Council was 
urged to take this opportunity offered by the 
Commission to try to influence changes in the 
legislation and policies for land-use planning that 
could benefit the fisheries resource for the future. 


Council was provided with a handout outlining the 
background of the Sewell Commission (terms of 
reference, membership, to operate at arms-length 
from the government, etc.), and an update on the 
Ministry’s involvement to date with this Commission 
(attended orientation meetings, and preparing a 
submission). 


Council recommended that: 


i) the Minister ensure that his staff are provided 
with sufficient resources to interact fully with 
the Sewell Commission; 


li) the Minister instruct his Ministry to not simply 
react to the requests of the Commission for 
interaction, but to aggressively pursue the 


needs of fish protection through control of 
land-use; 


iii) the Minister ensure that clients of the Fisheries 
Policy Branch of the Ministry are aware of the 
relevance of the Commission to fisheries 
protection and the need for representation by 
the public to this effect; and 


iv) the Minister ensure that his Ministry is aware 
that concerted effort to work with the 
Commission is required immediately (the 
spring of 1992 will be too late) and that such 
effort will have important long-term benefits for 
fish protection. 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“| have noted the Council’s appreciation of the role 
of land use planning in the protection and rehabilitation 
of fisheries habitat. Ministry staff are already having 
discussions with the Commission on Planning and 
Development Reform in Ontario and are ensuring 
that the Commission is designed to seek the views 
of the public, not just those of Government staff and, 
as such, Ministry staff have worked with the 
Commission and other parties to develop draft goals 
to which the public might respond in public forums 
and written submissions over the next few months. 
Through this consultative process, the Government 
hopes to develop clear and concise planning 
principles as well as a process which will ensure 
protection of the resource and sustainable 
development. The Commission is actively ensuring 
that the public is aware of the importance of this 
review, and is encouraging all groups with an interest 
in land-use planning and resource protection to 
become involved. | can assure you that Ministry 
clients are well aware of the importance of this 
endeavour.” 


13. THE ROLE of OFAC: 


Council members have, from time to time, expressed 
concerns about the benefits the Council provides to 
the people of Ontario, and tabled the following item 
for discussion: 


Given that the current fisheries budget is too 
low for optimum fisheries management and 
public benefit, as well as the number of 
Council's recommendations which have either 
been rejected or, at least, not yet implemented, 


that the Minister ask the Director of the Fisheries 
Policy Branch (or the Assistant Deputy Minister, 
Policy) to provide to Council a cost/benefit 
analysis of the existence of Council, so that 
Council can consider whether its cost of 
operation, and the associated MNR staff time, 
would be better spent by MNR on other fisheries 
programs. 


After considerable discussion on this topic, it was 
agreed not to request any action on this request at 
this time, but to let the minutes indicate that the 
Council had expressed this concern. 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“| have noted that the role of the Council was 
discussed. As you know, the role of the Council has 
evolved since its inception in 1987 from reviewing 
projects and monitoring the resident sport fishing 
licence funds to advising the Minister on broad, 
provincial fisheries policies and programs involving 
the total fisheries management program. Council's 
work is important to the Ministry, and this was 
affirmed in June of 1990, through the sunset review 
of its first term of office. The input and participation 
by Council reflects a broad and balanced view of the 
Provincial fisheries program, and is, therefore, valuable 
to the Ministry in meeting its objectives. All of 
Council’s recommendations are considered, and 
many have been implemented or are under 
consideration. Most recent examples are those 
pertaining to the Licence Review Committee and to 
the royalty on commercial fishing. Other recent 
examples include introducing the Fish Ways Manuals 
to teachers under the Youth Fisheries Education 
Program and recommendations on the strategies 
for implementing SPOF II. The role of the Council 
and its contributions to the management of the 
fisheries resources will be re-examined by both the 
Ministry and the Government in June 1995 through 
another required sunset review. Further, Management 
Board is presently reviewing all government agencies, 
boards and commissions to evaluate their roles and 
recommend cost-saving measures that could be 
implemented. Ministry staff will Keep Council informed 
of matters relating to this review by Management 
Board. 


The role of Council will continue to change to reflect 
the Government’s agenda and the Ministry’s new 
strategic directions. In addition, the membership of 


Council is changing to reflect a broader representation 
from individuals and interest groups with an interest 
in the provincial fisheries resource. For example, | 
believe that the membership of the Council should 
consider aboriginal interests, and | have appointed 
Mr. Patrick Hardy to Council to achieve this.” 


14. Stock ABUNDANCE IN LAKE ERIE: 


Council was made aware of the reduced commercial 
quota of rainbow smelt on Lake Erie. The Ministry 
has indicated that the reductions were intended to 
protect the forage base. The commercial fishermen 
were concerned about the apparent contradiction 
arising from very large catches of smelt and a 
reduction in average size of individuals. The concern 
of the commercial industry was whether these 
observations might not indicate the presence of an 
unusually large population which may be subject to 
dwarfing of individuals and may precipitate a sudden 
die-off or crash. 


Council requested that the Minister provide the 
Council with the summary of the data that were used 
to arrive at the need for reducing commercial quotas 
and why those data do not agree with the industry’s 
observations. 


MINISTER’S RESPONSE: 


“As requested, | have asked Ministry staff to provide 
the Council with a summary of the data for setting 
quotas for the rainbow smelt fishery on Lake Erie. 
This summary is contained in the enclosed report 
entitled “Stock Abundance of Smelt in Lake Erie”. 
The report shows that the presence of a high 
proportion of small-sized yearlings in the catch, as 
observed this fall by the commercial fishing industry, 
is in agreement with the data that is used to manage 
these populations. The high catch rates experienced 
by the industry reflect the strength of the 1990 year 
class which entered the fishery through the summer 
of 1991 and essentially carried the fishery through 
the fall as yearling fish. This same year class will act 
as the primary source of smelt for the fishery in 1992, 
not only in the first half of the year, but for the entire 
year. In 1992, contrary to 1991, the fishery will not 
experience an infusion of yearling fish during the 
summer from the 1991 year class. The 1990 year 
class, which was viewed by the industry as strong in 
the fall of 1991, will decline through 1992 as will the 
smelt population. 


The report also shows that since 1984, quotas have 
been adjusted downward. Prior to 1990, the fishery 
was generally unable to achieve the quota because 
of an over-allocation. Although the final quotas for 
1992 have not been established, the initial allocation 
that was made to initiate the 1992 fishing year was 
set at 90 percent of the 1991 quota, which is routine 
practice. Final 1992 quotas, which will not be less 
than the initial allocation, were to be established in 
May, following the discussions with the industry and 
the Smelt Steering Committee. The Steering 
Committee includes representatives from the Ministry, 
the commercial fishing industry and the Ontario 
Federation of Anglers and Hunters.” 


LD. OTHER COUNCIL ACTIVITIES 


The Council considers it very important that the 
public be made aware of recommendations made by 
the Council and the Minister's responses to them. 
As a result, Section C of each Annual Report may 
give the impression that this is the sole activity of the 
Council. That is far from the case. 


In this fiscal year, OFAC, or an individual member, 
was involved in reviews of draft MNR policies such 
as — Direction ’90s; Lake Trout in Ontario: 
Management Strategies; Looking Ahead: a Wild Life 
Strategy for Ontario; Interim Law Enforcement Policy; 
Commercial Fish Review; Fishing Licence Review; 
Bill 162; Savings Plan for the Frost Centre; and 
Wetlands. In each of these cases, the policy had to 


be read by each member. Individual comments were 
either forwarded directly to MNR or sent to the 
Chairman, OFAC, to be collated as a Council 
response. 


At most meetings, the Council hears reports from 
local ministry personnel on delivery of programs and 
problems they experience. Council members visit 
MNR facilities and programs. Although it is more 
costly to hold Council meetings in remote parts of 
the province, it is considered important to do so for 
those reasons. Wherever meetings are held, the 
Council holds itself ready to meet with the public in 
that location. 


E. PUBLIC CONTACT WITH THE COUNCIL 


From year to year, correspondence directed to the 
Council is variable in nature and amount. All 
correspondence dealing with topics that fall within 
the mandate of OFAC (See p. 1) is answered. Copies 
are passed on to all members of Council for 
consideration as meeting agenda items. All 
correspondence on topics outside that mandate is 
forwarded to the appropriate MNR unit for reply. 
OFAC only infrequently receives a copy of the MNR 
reply to such correspondence. Council was interested 
in the number of OFAC correspondents that received 
an answer from MNR, and the level of satisfaction felt 
toward the response received. In this fiscal year, 
OFAC contacted a sample of residents and non- 
residents whose queries or complaints were passed 
on to the MNR. Almost all had received a response, 


and were satisfied with the nature of the response, 
even though it was often contrary to their wishes. 


The amount of correspondence was low in this fiscal 
year. The Council was contacted by only 17 resident 
and non-resident individuals. In addition, 
correspondence was received from the Save 
Algonquin Park Committee, and several anglers’, 
campers’, and cottagers’ organizations. The bulk of 
correspondence is from MNR and consists of News 
Releases, Progress Reports from various lake 
management units, policy drafts for which OFAC 
response is requested, and information in response 
to requests arising out of discussion at Council 
meetings.

Toward the end of this fiscal year, it became evident 
that the effectiveness of Council, in the perception of 
Council members, may be limited by the loss of the 
opportunity to evaluate, in some way, the benefit 
derived by the Fisheries Program directly from the 
additional annual revenue made available by the sale 
of the Resident Sport Fishing Licence. Considerable 
confusion in the members resulted from statements 
made by the Minister in regard to “ear marking of 
funds”, “there will no longer be a resident sport 
fishing licence program” and “the myth regarding the 
use of licence funds”. 


The Minister suggested that the role of the OFAC had 
evolved since its inception in 1987, from reviewing 
projects and monitoring the resident sport fishing 
licence funds to advising the Minister on broad 
provincial fisheries policies and programs involving 
the total fisheries management program. It is true 
that annual tasks assigned to the Council have 
changed, but its Terms of Reference have not. The 
Council has, since its inception, been involved in 
broad policy review. 


Members of the Council also began to be uncertain 
of the role of the OFAC within the policy shift toward 
broader considerations of a general aquatic resource 
and away from specific fisheries programs. The 
Minister has assured the Council, in writing, that he 
considers both the role and the performance of the 
Council to be important, appropriate, and useful to 
him and his Ministry. 


Council repeatedly raised a perceived problem of the 
Minister’s dual roles in Natural Resources and Native 
Affairs. The Minister’s answers in this regard are 
presented in Section C. 


Members of Council are well aware of the complexity 
and extreme work-load of a provincial ministry, even 
without the additional load of reorganization. This 
awareness does not always defeat the disappointment 
of attempting to do the job of the Council when a 
meeting must be held without the responses to the 


minutes of the previous meeting several months 
earlier. Attendance at meetings and effectiveness 
have been reduced several times by the lengthy 
process used to replace members as their terms on 
Council end. 


The same frustration may soon be expressed by 
those members of the public who make the effort to 
read the Annual Reports of the Council. Over the 
years since Council’s inception, the period from the 
end of the fiscal year to the submission of the final 
draft of the Annual Report has tripled. This problem 
also results from the complexity and work-load 
mentioned above. 


In spite of the frustrations and disappointment 
expressed above, there has been no decline in the 
willingness to serve on the Council, nor have the 
“volunteer” members avoided the work of carrying 
out the duties of the Council. They continue to hope 
their efforts will assist in the sensible management 
and wise use of our aquatic resources. 


One responsibility strongly felt by members of Council 
is the need to hold down the cost borne by the 
budget of Fisheries Policy Branch for the operation 
of the Council. It is for that purpose that the annual 
expenditure on OFAC is made public in each Annual 
Report (See p. 2). The cost is very dependant on the 
number of meetings held. As a result, meetings 
beyond the minimum annual number required by 
provincial law are held only if there is sufficient 
business to warrant a meeting. Annual costs, as 
reported in the second to fourth Annual Reports, 
have varied from $64,829 to $83,500. It is costly to 
bring up to 15 people to a single location from across 
the breadth of the province. In addition, the salary 
of the MNR coordinator for the time spent on OFAC 
activities is included. When items were charged 
more directly to either the base budget or to RSFL 
revenue, OFAC costs were debited to the RSFL 
revenue only.
